The Sbanklin divorce suit came to 


an end in probate court Saturday af- 
ternoon when Judge Roche refused to 
grant the desired decree of separa- 
tion. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sbanklin are well 


known residents of Pike township. He 
was a lonely farmer near West Car- 
lisle and she kept a boarding house at 
Cooperdale. Friends brought them 
together, and at the first meeting 
they decided to be married. 
They 
cime ui Coshocton during the fair and 
tbe wedding took place The man is 
•is and tbe woman 57. 
They did not get along very well to- 
gether.and in two months Mrs.Shank- 
Iin fiied a petition asking divorce on 
the grounds of extreme cruelty. Later 
she made application for temporary 
alimony, and was given S150 and |-> a 
week from Dec. 23 until tbe inal hear- 
in;, of tbe case. 
Shanklin paid the money, and tiled 


an answer and cross petition, in which 
he asked for divorce on the grounds 
of gr.iss neglect of duty. 


Every inch of ihe ground was hotly 
contested iu court. 
Thirty-two wit- 
nesses were examined, nine for the 
plaintiff and the remainder forShank- 
nu. The testimony was at limes 
amusing. Attorney Daugherty opened 
the argument for the plaintiff. Cap- 
tain James followed for tbe defense 
and Hon. J.C. Adams closid. 


Judge Kuclie reviewed ihe law on 
gross neglect of duty and c-uelty m d 
di.vrussed the evidence at length. He 
spoke of the haste with which the 
iiiarriagc had l>een consummated, tbe 
parties, he said, engaging themselves 
to marry in an interview of live min- 
utes and actually being married with 
m a week after their lirst meeting. 


Kach had been married before aud 
the ag? and experience warranted hi'»i 
to tielir-ve they could act without mi.s- 
take. The evidence showed Sbaukiin 
wa.-. addicted to out bursts of ansrerand 
was polity: that he told her on two or 
three occasions to "shut her uiouth" 
and ordered her to leave. 
On the 
other hand Shanklin had no complaint 
to make except that his wife did leave 
and refused to live with him. In the 
light sf this testiiflony,ihe court said, 
there were no ground's for divorce. A 
little tact and common sense, he 
thought, would have 
solved any

ProfessorHarry 
Finley sends the ttrst complete ac- 
count at band in a clipping from tbe 
Manila AIM.rim*. It Is t, special let- 
ter from Catarman. Samar, under date 
of Nov. 12: 
"Lieutenant Crawford,jwith 27 men 


was returning from a bi^e. weary and 
worn out. Sear Boboc j they found 
tbe Bobon river swollen ":by rains and 
impossible to ford. Three barotos. or 
dugouts, were finally found aud bam- 
boos were laid on these to form a 
raft. Ou this fragile structure tbe 
is msrn embarked. They negreeled u 
remove their cartridge bells aud otb 
er accouteruients on embarking and 
these aiierward carried some of them 
to the bottom 
"The»wifi current made it impossi- 


ble to manage the raf^aiiri it was rap- 
idly sweat down stieaui. Near the 
mouth of the river the current was 
met bv the incoming lid*, forming a 
heavv swirl. There one of tbe dug- 
«.uts"tilled with water, tipping the 
raft to one side/The men immediate]) 
rushed to the other side and in a 
•winkling the mft capsized, throwiiii; 
the men into tbe water.

••Finally, having seen most of his 


men ashore. 
Lieutenant Crawford 


started for shore himself, but 
his 


exertions for his men had exhausted 
him and he was carried down by the 
current. He lost his life in endeavor- 
ing to save his men." 
Lieutenant Crawford was reared in 


C»shocton county,although he was ap- 
pointed u> the army from lowa^- He 
was art officer of the First- infantry, 
and when the bodies were recovered 
he was juried with the honors due 
his heroic action. The accident oc- 
curred near Bobon. and there the re- 
mains were interred.

"AH 1 want is au opfioriunity to 
say a prayer" l«-fore i die. aud all will 
be well." There are a great many peo- 
ple who suppose that if they can nually 
get safely out of this world iuto a bet- 
ter world they will have exhausted the 
entire advantage of our holy religion. 
They talk as though religion w^re a 
mere nod of recognition which w«r are 
to give to the Lord Jesus on our way 
up to a heavenly mansion; as though it 
were an admission ticket, of no use 
except to give iu at the door of 
heaveji. And there are thousands of 
people who have great admiration for 
a religion of tbe shroud and a religion 
of the coffin and a religion of the 
hearse and a religion "o? the cemetery 
who have no appreciation of a religion 
for the bank, for tbe farm, for the 
factory, for the -warehouse, for the jew- 
eler's shop, for tbe office. Now. while 
1 would not throw any slur on a post- 
mortem religion. I want today to eulo- 
gize an autemortem religion. A religion 
that is of no use to you while you live 
will be of no use to you when you die. 
"•Godliness is prontable unto all things, 
having promise of the life that now is 
as well as of tbat which is to come." 
And I have always noticed that when 
grace is very low ia a man's heart he 
talks a great deal in prayer meetings 
about deaths and about coffins and 
about graves and abont churchyards. 
I have noticed tbat the healthy Chris- 
tian, the mail who is living near to God 
and is on the straight road to heaven, 
is full of jubilant satisfaction and talks 
about the duties of this life, under- 
standing well that if God helps him to 
live right be -will help faira to die right. 


Wbat GodllneM !• Good For. 


Xow. in the first place. I remark that 


godliness is good for a man's physical 
health. I do not mean to say that it 
will restore a brokeu down constitu- 
tion or drive rheumatism from the 
limbs or neuralgia from the temples or 
pleurisy from the s^le. but I do mean 
to say that it gives o:ie such habits and 
puts one io such couJitiou as are most 
favorable for physic;;! health. That I 
believe, and that I avow. Everybody 
knows that buoyancy of spirit Is good 
physical advantage. 
Gloom, unrest, 


dejection, are at war with every pul- 
sation of tbe heart and with every res- 
piration of the lungs. Tbey lower the 
vitality and slacken tbe circulation, 
while exttiiaratiou of spirit jwurs the 
very baiiu of heaven through all tbe 
currents of life. Tbe si-use of insecur- 
ity which sometimes hovers o%er an 
unregenerate mau or pounces upon 
him with the blast of ten thousand 
trumpets of terror 's most depleting 
and moat exhausting, while tbe feeling 
tbat ai! things are working together 
for our jrood now anil for our everlast- 
ing welfare is conducive to physical 
health.

duces industry, wbk-li !s the founda- 
tion of good health 
There S3 no law 


of hygiene tbat will keep a lazy man 
welL Pleurisy Will stab him. erysipe- 
las will burn biui. jaundice will dis- 
color him. gout wili cripple him. aud 
tbe intelligent physician will not pre- 
scribe antiseptic or febrifuge or ano 
dyne, but saws an-1 batumers and yard 
sticks and crowbars and pickaxes 
There Is no such tbing as good physic- 
al condition •without positive work of 
some kind, although you should sleep 
on down of swan or ride in carriage of 
softest upholstery or have on your ta- 
ble ail tbe luxuries that were poured 
from the wine vats of Ispahan and 
Sbiraz. Our reHsion says: "Away to 
tbe bank, away TO the fir-id, away to tbe 
sbop. away to tbe factory! Do some- 
thing tbat will enlist all the enerseies 
of your body, mind and soul!" "Dili- 
gent in business, fervent in spirit, serv- 
ing tbe Lord." while upon tbe bare 
back of tbe idler and the drone comes 
down tbe sharp lash of the apostle as 
be says. "If any man will not work, 
neither shall be eat"

So 
if you stan out t» •> mea in the world 
witb equal physical health, aud then 
one of them siiall get the religion of 
Christ iu his heart and the other shall 
not get <t. the one who becomes a son 
of the Lord Almighty will live the 
longer.

for the intellect, 
i know some have

clear ad crystal. 
Ue'igiou bus given 


uew energy to poesy, weeping iu L»r. 
Young's "Night Thoughts." leuchiug In

with 


arciuiugrlic splendor through Milton's 
"Paradise Ij.st." The religiou of Christ 
has hung in studio aud iu gallery of

Religion has made the best music of 
the world — Haydn's "Creation."

Now. i commend godliness as the 


best mental discipline, better than 
belles lettres to purify the taste, better 
thau mathematics to harness the mind 
to all Intricacy aud elaboration, better 
thau logic to marshal tne intellectual 
forces for ouset aud victory, it will go 
with Hugh Miller and show blui the 
footprints of the ' 'reator in the red 
sandstone. It will sro with the liotanist 
and show him celestial glories encamp- 
ed under the curtain uf a water lily. It 
will go with the astronomer on the 
great heights where God shepherds the 
great flock of worlds tluu wander on 
the hills of heaven answering his voice 
as he calls them all by their names. 


Again I remark that godliness is 


profitable for one's disposition. 
Lord 


Ashley, before he went into a great 
battle, was heard to offer this prayer: 
"O Lord. I shall be very busy today! 
If I forget Thee, forget me not." 
With 


such a Christian disposition as that a 
man is independent of all circum- 
stances- Our piety will have a tinge 
of our natural temperament. If a man 
be cross and sour and fretful naturally, 
after he becomes a Christian he will 
always have to be armed against the 
rebellion of those evil inclinations. But 
religion has tamed the wildest nature?. 
It has turned fretfulness iuto gratitude, 
despondency into good cheer, and those 
who were hard and ungovernable and 
uncompromising have been made pli- 
able and conciliatory. Good resolution, 
reformatory effort, will not effect the 
change. It takes a mightier arm and a 
mightier band to bend evil habits tb;sn 
the hand that bent the bow of Ulysses, 
and it takes a stronger lasso than ever 
held the buffalo on the prairie, 


Influence or the Gospel. 


A man cannot go forth with any hu- 


man weapons and contend successfully 
against these Titans armed with ui»- 
toru mountains.

^!-.u-«- the last six years of bis life more 
than at any time In his life. 
l>uriug 


those six years he had more business 
crowding him thau at any other time." 
In other words, the more worldly busi 
Ue»< a man has the more opportunity 
to .serie God. iKws religion exhilarate 
or retard Worldly business? is Ihe prac- 
tical question for you to discuss. l>oe« 
It hjug. like a mortgage, over the farm? 
Is it a bad debt ou the ledger? Is it a 
iie'i against the estate? ItoeS it crowd 
the dour through which customers 
tv:i,t- for broa-lcioths and silks? 


Now. religion will hinder your busi- 


ness if it be a bail business or if it l«e 
a f;«.od business wrongly conducted. If 
you trll lies behind the counter. If you 
use false Weights and measures. If you 
put salid iu sugar and beet Juice In viii- 
et;:ir and bird Iu butler aud Sell for Oiie 


ilia that uhich is another tliiuir. then 


u will interfere with that busi- 


ness, but a lawful business, lawfully 
<i>:idu<-ird. will nud tbe religion of tl«e 
l-ord Jesus Christ It* mightiest aux- 
iliary. 


Ueli^ion will give an equipoise of 


spirit. 
It will keep you from ebulli- 


tions of teui!>er. and you know a great 
many tine businesses have been blown 
to atoms by bad temper. It will keep 
you from worrlment about frequent 
loss: it will keep you industrious and 
prompt: it will keep you back from 
squandering aud from dissipation: it 
will give you a kindness of spirit which 
will be easily distinguished from thai 
mere store courtesy which shakes hand* 
violently with you. asking about the 
health of your family, when there is no 
anxiety to know whether your child Is 
w«-H or sick, but the anxiety Is to know 
how many dozen cambric pocket hand- 
kerchiefs you will take and pay cash 
down. It will prepare you for the prac- 
tical duties of everyday life. I do not 
mean to say that religion will make na 
financially ric-a. but 1 do say that it 
will give us. it will assure us of. a com- 
fortable sustenance at the stare, a 
comfortable subsistence all the way 
through, and it will help us to direct 
the bank, to manai-e the traffic, to con- 
duct all our business matters and to 
make the most insignificant affair of 
our life a matter of vast importance, 
glorified by Christian principle. 


The «torr of m. Merehmmt. 


In New York city there was a mer- 


chant, bard in his dealings with his 
feilows. who had written over his 
1>u:>kiii£ house or bis counting: house 
room. '-No compromise." Then when 
some merchant sot in a crisis and went 
down—no fault of" his. but a conjunc- 
tion of evil circumstances-—aud all the 
other merchants -were willing to com- 
promise—they would take "• cents OB 
the dollar or 50 cents or 20 cents—coni- 
in:r to this man last of all. be said; "No 
compromise. I'll take 100 cents on the 
dollar, and I can afford to wait." Well, 
the wheel turned, and after awhile 
that man was in a crisis of business, 
and he sent out his agent to compro- 
mise, and the agent said to the uier- 
ehanrs. "Will you take 50 cents on the 
dollar?" "No." "Will you take any- 
thing?" "We'll take 100 cents on the 
ilfil.ir. No compromise." And the man 
who wrote that Inscription over his 
counting house door died in destitution. 
Oh. we Tvant more of the kindness of 
the gospel and the s:.;rii of iove in our 
business enterprises! How many young 
men have found in the religion of Jesus 
Christ a practical help? How many 
there are today who could testify out 
f.f their own experience that godliness 
is profitable for the life that now is!
